NEWCCOPYRIGHT LAW 


Ottawa, Oct. 15.—The copyright leg- 
islation which Hon, Sydney Fisher 
will introduce at the coming session 
of Parliament, is a complete emanci- 
pation for Canada from the restric- 
tions which have hitherto been im- 
posed upon her by British legislation, 
and is a distinct personal triumph 
for the Minister of Agriculture, who 
has for yeara been fighting for such 
a result. The Canadian legislation 
will be preceded by legelation at 
Westminster which will repeal the de- 
nial of Canada’s right to legislate on 
the matter of foreign copyright. 

Other self-governing portions of the 
Empire will benefit. 

The Canadian legisation will “make 
the law here conform to the Berlin 
convention. It will have the import- 
ant effect of preventing United States 
publishers having the freedom of thy 
Canadian market by virtue of a’ Brit- 
ish copyright. Hereafter such copy: 
right will not run here, but the Cana- 
dian bill will recognize British copy- 
tight by British authors and, as the 
British Government has decided to re- 
cognize Canadian copyright, absolute 
reciprocity in copyright within the 
Empire is in sight.

But of all 
the distinguished men of the day with 
whom he came in contact Browning 
held first place in Sir Theodore’s af- 
fections, perhaps because he knew 
him most intimately, The poet spent 
weeks at a time with Sir Theodore 
and Lacy Martin at Llangollen, and 
his host’s recolleetions of him are 
valuable personalia of one whose per- 
sonality afforded scant material for 
biographers. . 

“As everybody knows,” Sir Theo- 
dore said, “there was very little of | 
the apparent poet about Browning. 
He looked like a business man, and 
talked about anything else but po- ; 
etry. He was particularly full of good | 
storics. I think it was all partly due 
to real sensitiveness about his poetry. 
He was, anyhow, far more inclined to 
resent parody than Tennyson, whom 
we knew very well.” George Eliot— 
another friend—was to those who real- 
ly knew her not-a Delphic oracle of 
whom everybody sat in awe, but “a 
most genial, homely woman.”’ 

By his marriage with Helen Faucit, 
one of the greatest Shakesperian ac- 
tresses who ever trod the stage, Sir 
Theodore was brought into another 
circle of friends—a_ theatrical one, 
and his memories of the great players 
went back to the days of Edmund 
Kean, whom he saw in various roles. 
“His acting,” sajd Sir Theodore, “‘was 
very unequal, but there were mo- 
ments of passion that were quite over- 
whelming.”” Coming to later times, 
Macready he pronounced “full of dig- 
oe and elevation.” — 

ith such memories to carry with 
him through the years that brought a 
change from the old order of thin 
and gave place to the new, it is only 
natural that Sir Theodore should have 
viewed with despondency the social 
literary activities of the present 
jay. ‘‘We of the old order,” he said 
recéntly, “‘see much to deplore in the 
new.
